He declared that Mr. Rockefeller is 
more heavily interested in other 
branches of the original Standard 
Oil organization than he is in the 
Indiana branch, and asserted that 
while millions in dividends went to 
the Rockefellers from the earnings of 
the Indiana organization Mr. Rocke- 
feller had not purchased a dollar's 
worth of its products.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12. — The 
movement in the Senate to bring 
about the enactment of a farm relief 


bill during the few weeks remaining 
of the present session collapsed to- 
day, with the consequence that an 
extra term of the new Congress in 
the Spring is inevitable. President 
Hoover, it is expected, will convoke 
this extra session about the middle 
of April. 

The abortive outcome of the drive 
for immediate farm legislation was 
only one of several developments, e11 
of which affected the situation in 
Congress, and particularly in the 
Senate. 

A round robin, siniscent cf a 
similar document which formed the 
foundation of the opposition to the 
League of Nations Covenant, wrs 
circulated in the Senate to get 
pledges to defeat the pact renouncing 
war unless its ratification is accom- 
panied by a decleration interpreta- 
tive of its terms. A conference held 
at the White House by Presiatnt 
Coolidge, Secretary Kellogg, Senator 
Curtis, Republican leader of the Sen- 
ate and Senator Borah, chairman of 
the Commigtee on Foreign Relations, 
resulted in a determination to keep 
the treaty before the Senate until a 
vote on it can be obtained.

The jury returned the verdict after 
hearing the impassioned plea of 
Harvey A. Gross, former District At- 
torney, for the youth’s acquittal. It 


was considered extraordinary be- 
cause two other juries within the 
week had found both Blymer and 
Curry guilty of murder in the first 


degree, 
ment.

Counsel Brings Jurors to Tears. 


In a speech of an hour and twenty 
during which sobs were fre- 
quently heard in the court room, 
Hess's attorney challenged the first- 
degree murder case built up for the 
Commonwealth by District Attorney | 
Hermann, and cried that it was un- 
necessary that ‘‘you squeeze the last 
Grop of blood from the hearts of 
these poor, ignorant people in order 
to vindicate the honor of the County 
of York.” 

The Prosecutor faced a wet-eyed 
court room and a none too compla- 
panel of talesmen when he 
made his demand that Hess be found 
guilty of malice and premeditation. 

‘This boy,’’ he said, ‘‘had his mind 
turned up by hard feeling, malice 
in his heart, malice in his mind, 
when he went to Rehmeyer’s home, 
and he stayed there to see it through 
to the finish, and he did. This was 
the boy who was interested, more so 
than Blymyer or Curry.”’

Dr. Fischer Says His Synthetic 
Product Can Be Crystallized 
in Big Quantities. 


HONOR PAID TO PIONEERS 


Aunich Professor Intends to Pub- 
lish Treatise on Work In Language 
Public Can Understand.

MUNICH, Jan. 12.—Professor Hans 
Fischer, who recently produced syn- 
thetic hemoglobin—the coloring mat- 
ter of the blood—interviewed in his 
laboratory at the Technical Institute 
today, declined the credit of being the 
sole author of the discovery. He lik- 
ened his work to the biulding of a} 
pyramid in which stone after stone 
had been carefully and patiently laid 
with the aid of fellow-workers and 
on which he had now put the top 
stone with the assistance of the en- 
gineer, Karl Zeiler, also of the 
Munich Technical Institute. 

Some seventy years ago Teich- 
mann discovered hemoglobin in mi- 
chrochemical reaction. In the course 
of time the Russian, Schalfejeff; 
Nencki, the Polish scientist, and 
later Kuester, Piloty and Wilstaetter 
obtained the results on a broader 
scale. Now hemoglobin can be crys- 
talized in considerable quantities.”’ 

Dr. Fischer indicated several big 
jars full of synthetic hemoglobin. 
The proce ss of producing it, the pro- 
fessor said, was difficult and expen- 
sive, but Tag synthesis yielded a 
principle for further work, and the 
possibilities for its subsequent prac- 
tical utilization were unlimited. 

‘‘When, early in the '80s, Professor | 
von Beyer of Munich University dis- 
covered the means of producing syn- 
thetic indige dye, this was but a sci- 
entific event,’’ he said. ‘‘Thirty 
years later it led to aniline dyes and 
other coal tar products.” 

‘“‘There are many other instances 


of purely scientific discoveries devel- | § 


oping unforetold practical impor- 
tance. Crystalized hemoglobin so far 
has never been used for medical pur- 
poses and no dissolvent has hitherto 
been found. Blood contains but 4 per 
cent of hemoglobin to 96 per cent 
albumen. Little or nothing is known 
about albumen, but it appears to 
have the property of dissolving hemo- 
globin.”’ 

Dr. Fischer intends soon to pub-/ 
lish a complete treatise on the sub- 
ject in language which, he says, he | 
opes the public will unders stand.

OF RAIL SHOPMEN 


Counsel for 16,000 Men and for 
New York Central Present 
Final Arguments. 


SPECIAL BOARD GETS CASE 


Decision Expected by Jan. 31 on 


Plea for $1.42 a Day Increase— 
Testimony Fills 4,000 Pages. 


Final arguments in the New York 
Central shopmen’s wage arbitration 
proceedings were made yesterday in 
the Grand Central Terminal and the 
case, involving the wages of. 16,000 
employes of the railroad, was left in 
the hands of the special board ap- 
pointed to pass on the merits of the 
employes’ demand for an increase 
averaging $1.42 a day and the con- 
tentions of the company to deny the 
increase. The decision of the board 
will be made on or before Jan. 31. 

Between 4,000 and 5,000 pages of 
testimony were taken in the case, to- 
gether with forty voluminous ex- 
kibits. Arguments of Jacob Aronson, 

“isel for the railroad, and Donald 
xt. Richberg of Chicago, counsel for 
the shopmen, required fourteen 
hours. The shopmen, who now re- 
ceive $6.08 a day, are seeking an in- 
crease to $7.50 a day. \ 

Mr. Aronson attacked the compari- 
sons made by counsel for the shop- 
men of the wages of shopmen with 
those of employes in outside indus- 
tries, declaring that wages in other 
industries had no bearing on the 
case The higher wages outside, he 
contended, were based on irregular 
employment and periods of inflation. 
He recalled the report of the Lock- 
wood commission in asserting that 
Wages in the building trades were 
ertificial. 

Investments by the railroad 
other railroad stocks and in 
estate, Mr. Aronson declared, 
enabled the New York Central to 
pay its operating costs during the 
years of depression. Whereas the 
net operating income in 1916 was 
30 cents out of the dollar, he said, 
now it 16 cents. 

Mr. Richberg declared that the 
shopmen were the victims of ‘‘a false 
economic policy which had been re- 
pudiated and discarded.’ He quoted 
President Coolidge, President-elect 
Hoover and industrial leaders to sup- 
port his contention that a new eco- 
nomic order existed, requiring higher 
wages. 

The economic policy of President 
Wilson of not increasing wages, Mr. 
Richberg said, had been repudiated 
by leading industrialists. 

Shopmen, he declared 
‘fat the head of the procession” as, 
he said, had been charged by the 
other side. During the deflation of 
1921 and 1922, he said, the shopmen 
received two reductions, whereas the 
transportation and other divisions 
suffered only one. The wages of 
shopmen have increased only 20 per 
cent since the period, he said, while 
living costs have risen 40 per cent. 

Mr. Richberg declared that the 
road had accumulated $117,000,000 
surplus in the last five years, and 
asked the board to consider the case 
in the light of a longer period of 
vears than that covering only the 
last one or two years.

‘“‘We shall travel west as far as 
the Burma border and the Mekong 
River, collecting birds, mammals and 
reptiles. The Roosevelts will be 
somewhere north of us in China, but 
they probably will descend the Me- 
kong, which in that territory is 
known as the Lantsan or the Gam- 
bodia, and meet us in the Spring at 
the point where Burma, China and 
Indo-China converge. 

“‘The combined parties will then go 
southward more than 1,000 miles 
down the Mekong, eventually reach- 
ing Saigon in the early Fall. In the 
event that either party is delayed in 
arriving at the rendezvous, the other 
is to proceed on this route alone. 

“The region where our division 
will, be working has not hitherto 
been visited by any naturalist so far 
as we know. It is rough and moun- 
tainous, the altitudes varying from 
1,000 to 7,000 feet. The country is 
cut up by many swift streams, which 
make cross-country travel _ practi- 
cally impossible after June.’’

Mr. HOOVER'S stay at Washington, be- 

tween his South American trip and his 
retreat to Florida, has been filled with 
unceasing activity and nervous strain. 
That of itself does not matter, as he has 
often shown himself capable of iron in- 
dustry and intense application. Yet he 
cannot have escaped certain worries, if 
only from the ambiguity of the position 
in which he found himself. He undoubt- 
edly desired to exhibit full deference and 
loyalty to President COOLIDGE. Repeat- 
edly he declared that he would keep his 
hands entirely off matters of legislation 
in Congress. With them it would be 
both unseemly and futile for him io in- 
terfere. But in the actual event, a sort 
of interference was thrust upon. him. 
Senators and Representatives thronged 
to his office and demanded of him an 
opinion concerning farm relief, the cruis- 
er bill, the prohibition-inquiry and, above 
all, the desirability of. an extraordinary 
session of the new Congress. Protest 
as he might, and refuse to be quoted as 
was his right, Mr. HOOVER nevertheless 
could not avoid giving a certain impres- 
sion of his preferences or positive de- 
sires. This was inevitable. It lay in 
the nature of the case, which was too 
strong for such resolutions as Mr. 
HOOVER made, good and proper ‘though 
they were. Awkward as it was for him, 
and possibly distasteful as it was to 
Mr. CoOLIDGE, Congress and public men 
sought out the President-elect as the 
real power to consult. This may have 
been annoying to Mr. HOOVER, but, being 
at Washington as he was, there was no 
way of dodging it. 

Equally trying to his equanimity must 
have been the flood of visitors who 
sought him out to give him urgent but 
contradictory advice in the matter of 
appointments to office and policies of 
his administration. Though this was

THE CHANGED £MPHASIS. 


If it is true, as Lord PALMERSTON said, 
that in diplomacy and international rela- 
tions it is the tone which makes the song, 
we may rightly derive encouragement 
from the new tone which has come in re- 
cent years. This is really the noticeable 
and valuable thing in connection with 
the multilateral treaty. It says little. 
But in what it does say there is a changed 
emphasis. War is subordinated and 
peace given first place. The signatory 
nations are not thinking so much of 
whom they may have to fight one day 
as of the countries with which they may 
trustfully cooperate in working for en- 
during friendship. The daughter and 
biographer of Lord SALisBpuRY has re- 
cently said that her father left a remark 
about his negotiations with BISMARCK 
for two or three years after 1885. There 
was an effort to come to a good under- 
standing between England and Germany, 
which the German Chancellor heartily 
favored. But the British Foreign Minis- 
ter found one difficulty running through 
all the exchange of diplomatic notes. It 
was that they were directed not to dis- 
covering a common friend, but to agree- 
ing upon who was likely to be the com- 
mon enemy. The latter was, at that 
time, either Russia or France. 
have changed all that. 
The difference lies not so much in for- 
mal expressions, least of all in binding 
alliances or treaties, as in the attitude 
of mind which has been adopted. The 
world today feels the need of friendship 
and looks for it.

N the family of Queen Victoria,

He feared “English influence”, 
and his grim congratulation was 


that “if the princess can leave the 
Englishwoman at home and become 
a Prussian, then she may be a 
blessing to the country.”” Sixty 
years before the fall of the Prussian 


throne, this bride was assailed by 


the prejudice which led Paris to 
denounce Marie Antoinette as ‘‘the 
Austrian’’ and Russia to dislike 
Alexandrovna as a German 
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Small things got on her nerves; 
German boots, the want of baths, 
the thin silver plate and the 


amount of boring etiquette. Al- 


though wishing to love her hus- 
band’s country and to overcome 
her predilections, she always 
kept her love for England. 


If, then, the Empress was ‘‘ca 
luminated, abandoned, distrusted 


and even hated as she was by Ger- 
many in her lifetime and for a 
quarter of a century after,’’ her 
own explanation is simple. She 
writes: 


The [Bismarck] party hold the 


following language: ‘‘We mean 


to show England that we do not 
want her—we must break up the 
connection between the English 
royal family and Germany.’’ 


In her English susceptibilities, 
there lay the main cause of her 
unpopularity.

ible picture of the Emperor Fred- 
erick, dying in Berlin, with the 
Empress treated by her own son as 
a State prisoner, surrounded by 
troops and police, denied the right 
to send a telegram without permis- 
sion, and appealing for help to her 
own daughter-in-law. 

To defeat this conspiracy against 
the truth was now the aim of the 
Empress Frederick; and only on 
her very deathbed did she succeed. 
It is a story that reads like melo- 
drama, and as a sidelight on the} 
materials of history no story could 
be more significant. 

The Empress resided at Fried- | 
richshof, near Hamburg, and} 
thither King Edward came to bid | 
her farewell. He was accompanied 
by Ponsonby, who writes: 


After I had been at Friedrichs- 
hof for three days I received a 
message that the Empress wished 
to see me in the evening at 6 
o'clock. At the hour named I 
went upstairs and was shown into 
her sitting room, where I found 
her propped up with cushions; 
she looked as if she had just been 
taken off the rack after unde- 
going torture. ‘Che nurse signed 
to me to sit down and whispered 
that the Empress would be better 
in a moment, as she had been 
given an injection of morphia. 
* * * After a pause the Empress 
opened her eyes and said: 

“There is something I want you 
to do for me. I want you to take 
charge of my letters and take 
them with you back to England.”’ 
When I expressed my readiness 
to undertake their custody she - 
seemed pleased and went on in a 
dreamy sort of way: ‘‘I will send 
them to you at 1 o’clock tonight 
and I know I can rely on your 
discretion. I don’t want a soul 
to know that they have been 
taken away, and certainly Willie 
{her son, the Emperor illiam 
II] must not have them, nor 
must he ever know you have got 
them.’’ 


After dinner, Sir Frederick re- | 
turned to his room and occupied 
himself with work:

The castle clock boomed 1 and 
I waited expectantly, but there 
was a dead silence, and I was 
coming to the conclusion that 7 | 
had either misunderstood or that | 
some unforeseen obstacle had pre- | 
vented the letters reaching me, 
when I heard a quiet knock on 
my door.

cloth. The cords around them 
were quite new and on each box 
was a plain white label with nei- 
ther name nor address. I noticed 
that the men wore blue serge 
breeches and long riding boots, 
and I came to the conclusion that 
they were not trusted retainers 
but stablemen quite ignorant of 
what the boxes contained. They 

ut the two boxes down and re- 

ired without saying a word. 

When the Empress died, so we 
read, “the grounds were all sur- 
rounded by cavalry, and the castle 
itself by special police, while com- 
petent searchers ransacked every 
room.”" 

That the Fredericks were sensible | 
that statesmanship should be inter- | 
national as well as national is quite 
true. For this reason the Crown 
Prince delayed the bombardment of 
Paris and the Crown Princess re- 
fused the gift of a screen from the | 
boudoir of the Empress Eugénie at 
St. Cloud, which she considered to} 
be loot. But in view of her letters, | 
the charge that she was false to 
Germany, is ridiculous. Over the 
duchies, she was against Denmark, 
and, unaware as she was at the 
time of Bismarck's manipulation of 
the Ems telegram, she was con- 
vinced in 1870 that Germany had to 
fight for her life against an ag- 
gressive and an invading France. 

In these pages we have the quota- 
tions from the Crown Prince's 
diary which prove that it was he 
and not the old Emperor, or even 
Bismarck, who, when it came to 
the point, pushed through the pro- 
posal to found a German Empire, 
and that this project had been dis- 
cussed years before with the Prince 
Consort, the husband of Queen Vic- 
toria, who strongly favored it. The 
fury of Bismarck and the Conser-

It is becoming, among other things, a 
destroyer instead of a promoter of home 
life 
To the sociologists who, like Mr. Hoover. 
gee the United States, not as 120,000,000 
people but as 23,000,000 homes, this ten- 
dency may be merely an interesting phe- 
somenon, though of sinister import to the 
perpetuation of our best American stock 
But to those of us who are struggling to 
live and work here it means a very real 
impediment to our well-being, both of body 
and soul; one more handicap in the pur- 
suit of happiness. It means that in build- 
ing the city we are forgetting the human 
that must dwell in it, and in striving for 
monumental beauty we are forgetting the 
beauty of life. 
Asan element in the city plan, home life 
is invisible. It is obviously an “imponder- 
able,” but by the same token it is an in- 
calculable force. We may tear it to bits 
under the microscope, but only to con- 
front, as in the atom, the staggering prob 
lem of its origin and the marvelous vital 
power that demands and creates it 
Urbanization, properly directed, does not 
necessarily involve this pulverizing process 
90 fatal to family life and the home that 
shelters it. But enormous size does in- 
volve inherent danger 
Our own New York is in danger of os- 
sifying in all its evil ways. largely because 
it has become so great and complex as to 
be well-nigh an incomprehensible problem 
even to experts in city planning. The city 
is in danger of outgrowing its brain. 
Witness the words of the ‘‘five hundred 
and seven,” including many of our ablest 
fellow-<itizens, whose recent report to the 
Mayor on “Plan and Survey’’ reminds one 
somewhat of the old Indian chief's frank 
sdmission, ‘Heap big Injun—no can do.” 
‘Heap too big’ was this Injun, but even 































































had the committee consisted of seven ex- 
perts and the other five hundred served as 
intelligent witnesses, which would prob 
ably have been a wiser plan, the problem 
might well have staggered them. It is so 
difficult to see the forest for the trees! 
The kaleidoscope of causes and effects is 
so huge and so rapidly turning that it is 
nearly impossible to keep in mind the 
basic function of the city. 

Just as one is apt to think of the count- 
less loaves of bread as making a great 
bakery, instead of the bakery making the 
bread as its only excuse for being, so we 
are apt to forget that the city exists pri- 
marily to provide homes, not the homes 
for the purpose of producing a great city. 
So it seems to the writer that when Mr. 
Veiller says that New York has been con- 
scious of a housing problem for nearly one 
hundred years, yet a third of the city’s 
population, over 2,000,000 people, still live 

he should perhaps have said ‘‘exist’’— 
either under unsatisfactory, distressing or 
disgraceful conditions, he makes the most 
important statement in the entire report- 
none the less appalling because he and 
others have called attention to the situa- 
tion time and again in the past. 

It is just about twenty years ago that 
a half dozen of us organized the first 
City Planning Conference. In such mat- 
ters, that was the Age of Innocence. The 
horse was still a respected member of so- 
ciety. The English sparrow little sus- 
pected that the manure supply would soon 
vanish, to be replaced by the carbon mon- 
oxide which now poisons the air in our 
streets. 

The new city was just breaking out of 
its brownstone shell, and few of usa fore 
saw the kind of monster the hatching 
would produce. 

Since then a whole generation of news- 
boys has grown up into .bank presidents 
and multimillionaires Main Street has 
become the world’s White Way, and the 
motor, the telephone, the movie and the 
radio. and the stimulus of war have so 
accelerated the pace of existence. so revo 
lutionized our whole scheme of living, as 
seriously to threaten our physical well- 
being, our sense of value and our self- 
control, not to mention our spiritual vision. 

Let us hope that our emergency brake 
will work and that we can contro! this 
vertigo of prosperity and avoid contracting 
for trouble as we are buying everything 
else—on the instalment plan!

STIRRED BY HENRY FORD 


Whispers of a Return of Boom Days in Rubber Run Along 
The Valley of the Mighty River in Brazil 
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Tapping a Brazilian Rubber Tree.

HE fabulous jungle of the| 
Amazon Valley is on the 


verge of an awakening that 
may mark the overthrow of 
the British corner on the world | 
production of rubber. It is certain | 
to be one of the most picturesque 


battles of the century in the realm 
of international business, and will 


mean the re-establishment of the 
rubber trade in the richest unde-| 
veloped region of the Americas, a) 
valley that has been full of mystery / 
and peril ever since the days when | 


the tropical forests were the haunts 


of the H. G. Wellsian mastodons, | 


as well as of the Amazons, that | 
legendary tribe of female warriors. | 
The scene of the combat is gor-/| 
geous, a virgin forest of towering | 
tree trunks whose tops are filled | 


with parasites and whose limbs | 


support myriads of creepers which | 


crawl thickly in all directions, pre- | 
venting the passage of men. It is} 
as difficult to cut one’s way | 
through that ‘‘Green Hell'’ as it is | 
to build a subway.

The rubber history of the Amazon 
Valley rivals that of the Yukon in| 
its golden days, though the exotic | 
setting of the jungle affords the 
Brazilian story a more charming 


background. The centre of the | 
previous rubber boom was at a 
town nearly 1,000 miles up the 
great Amazon River, at a place 
called Mandos, located on the bank 


of the Rio Negro (Black River), a 
short distance before its inky-black 


| 


waters churn into the pale yellow | 


stream of the Amazon. 
The men who inhabited that 
river town in the boom days around 


1900 were adventurers and prospec- 
tors. They arrived there by hun- 


dreds, landing from ocean steamers | 


which go inland as far as Man4aos, 


| capital of the State of Amazonas. | 
It was not a place in those days for | 


men who practiced the Golden 


Rule. Far from it. They were of 
the same class as the villains of 
Jack London’s stories. And the 
social code of the jungle town per- 
mitted shady deals. This was for- 


mally recognized, as a man was 


| supposed to leave his conscience at 
‘an island in the Rio Negro just be- | 


low the town. 


At the height of the boom Man4aos 
was a wild town. Rubber tappers/| 
went there after a season of lone | 


some work in the forests. They | 


tossed away their profits on liquor | 


and a host of amusements. And | 
then, almost over night, the place | 
became the deadest town of South | 
America. The writer was there a 
few years ago and recalls the re- 


mark made by a sleepy inhabitant, 
who pointed at a house and a yard | 


full of washed linen lying spread | 
upon the grass in the sunshine. 
He said: ‘‘Look at that place! In / 
the old days it was the best and | 
most expensive cabaret in Ma- 


naos.”’ 


The débacle was tragic, a finan- 


cial disaster which smashed all 
business in the Amazon Valley and | 
was a serious check to the eco-| 
nomic development of Brazil. It | 


may seem rather paradoxical that | 
a nation could have a backbone | 


| made of rubber, but such had been |

HE history of the crash, when | 
reduced to its basic causes, can | 


be told briefly. The salient fea- | 


| ture of the Amazon forest is the | 
| profuseness of its flora. Nature, | 
there, has had an unrivaled oppor- | 


| tunity to reveal its inner spirit of | 
| Vigor, and the result has been | 


|a marvelous display of prodigal | 


growth which has been so profuse 
that man has not been able to dom- | 
| inate it. The value of the jungie |

cent counter. 

Getting the rubber out of the 
jungle was the problem, for in that 
wilderness the trees do not grow 
in groves. It is impossible to ex- 
aggerate the multiplicity of tree 
growth, the almost unlimited va- 
riety of trees, palms, bushes and 
creepers. To go from one rubber 
tree to another is as difficult as to 
pass from one end of a subway 
car to the other during the rush 
hour. To get through it is neces- 
sary to be equipped with a hatchet 
and an axe. There is no other way. 
And the rubber tapper must go 
back by the same route when he 
returns to ‘‘milk’’ the tree again. 


After a short time he will have a 
string of trees along the route of 
his jungle tunnel. 


That system is primitive and con- | 


trary to all theories of modern ef- 
ficiency, but in early days of rub- 


ber production it was satisfactory, 
merely because there was no bet- 
ter way. The gathering of “wild 


rubber’’ was a profitable business, 


for consumption was rising at such | 


a rapid rate that the Amazon Val- 
ley was a paradise. Fortunes were 
made by every>ody—tappers, plan- 


tation owners, middlemen and ex- 


porters. 


That was the situation which ex- 
isted at the time of the crash. 


1'There were two causes, the under- 
lying factor being the cupidity of 
ithe State governments of Ama- 
'zonas and Parad in the levying of 
export taxes, which were pushed 
up and up to a level that proved to 
be disastrous.

results: cheaper rubber products 
and the economic regeneration of 
the Amazon Valley, the former of 
special interest to owners of auto. 
mobiles, the latter of international] 
importance, particularly in the re 


lations between the United States 
and Brazil.

| For example, it has been found 
| that‘ the presence of an audience 
| in a theatre will in itself change 
| the acoustic or sound transmitting

| been devised for each object in the 
| theatre, and the total sound prop-

of the earth's rotation, roughly 
1,000 miles per hour. 


‘* ‘Tdiotic gibberish’ is my pro 
visional description of such a pro- 
posal,’’ said Dr. W. J. Humphreys, 
Chief of the Division of Meteor- 
ological Physics, United States 
Weather Bureau, when asked his 
opinion on the Englishman’s pre 
dictions. 


“The outlook for navigation at 
altitudes of 50,000 feet and above is 
|extremely gloomy,”’ he continued. 
“At an altitude of 50,000 feet baro- 
metric pressure is one-ninth of 
what it is at the surface, and the 
density, or air oressure, per cubic 


foot is reduced to about one- 
seventh. 
‘While at 50,000 feet a flying 


machine would have only one-sev- 
enth of its ordinary resistance, the 
supporting medium, air, would be 
;extremely thin, and _ propellers 
| would grasp desperately for some- 
| thing to pull against. 

‘“‘We have recently increased our 
knowledge of high altitude con 
ditions by sending up small! bal- 
loons, which have ascended as high 
as 100,000 feet, nearly twenty miles. 

“Ordinarily, at 35,000 feet, the 
mercury stops falling as one as- 
cends. But usually one finds a 
zone of constant temperature, 
called the isothermal! region, where 
the temperature is about minus 60 
degrees Fahrenheit. Over the equa- 
; torial belt the isothermal zone is 

found to be colder, registering 
about minus 90 degrees Fahrenheit 
|; and over the polar caps we believe 
the temperature to be the highest, 
about minus 50 degrees Fahrenheit

The truth was that she was inclined 
to be foolish over her eldest boy.

Mr. Sothern Vests the Theatrical Future 
Largely With the Players 


By E. H. SOTHERN. 

The following is part of a speech 
delivered by Mr. Sothern at the 
Founders’ Night ceremonies at the 
Players’ Club on New Year’s Eve. 


HE managers, the playwrights, 
the number of theatres, the 
scenery, the inclinations of the 
public, the prices of admis- 
sion, the regulations of the unions 
are not the root of our trouble! 
Brander Matthews, in one of his 


delightful books, calls our attention 


to the undeniable fact that all great 
plays have been written because of 
the existence of great actors—from 
Burbage and Alleyn to the great 
players of the Restoration and the 
Georgian and Victorian eras, and on 
the French stage the long of 
great comic and tragic actors and 
actresses inspired writers of 
plays The stock theatres, which 
were the schools of the great actors 
of Booth’s day, ceased to function 
on account of the railway when I 
was a boy and the great actors and 
actresses trained in those institu- 


tions have passed away. In discus- 
sing this matter in the recitals I am 
now engaged in, it has been said 
that I have belittled the acting of 
the present day. That is not the 


case.

pable as any we have ever had, but 
few of these have had the oppor- 
tunity for that severe schooling 


which producéd Edwin Booth and 


the players of his time. No actor 
is more conscious of the deficiencies 
of his training, or the limitations os 
would bé a dull man who had seen 
Booth play and would not fall short 
in his own esteem! 

I have perhaps played sixty or 
ixty-five parts in my life and was 
t able to undertake Hamlet 
I was’ 40. My father had played 
681 parts before he was 28; and Ir- 
ving, as Brereton will tell you, 
played over 600 parts before he 
made his first victory in London 
Most of the great actors of the past 
had established themselves as dis- 
tinguished men and women by the 
time they were 20, the women 
usually at an earlier age. Bur- 
bage and Alleyn, of course, had a 
profound experience while yet 
young.

If we would have great acting 
actors must bé permitted to play 
great parts and must not be com- 
pelled to waste their youth on in- 
significant plays In order that 
actors may be permitted to play 
great parts we must return to those 
conditions ¢f the old stock theatre 
which produced the great actors of 
the past. Without experience in the 
great plays a man’s best qualities 
must remain dormant and he may 
die with all his music in him.

Is there any hope of such a recon- 
struction in our theatre?

HERE has been much ado 
about the censoring of a new 
film of M. Jacques Feyder, 
“‘Les Nouveaux Messieurs.”’ 
The official disapproval went to the

Coming at a moment when the! 


French cinema has need of every 
encouragement it can get, this dras- 
tic measure caused a flutter of ap- 
prehension among the producers of 
films. It is a pity that the censor 
comes into action after two million 
francs or so have been spent in mak- 
ing a picture. But such troubles 
have a way of settling themselves in 
France, and M. Feyder need not pre- 
cipitably abandon hope. 

The film is a lightly satirical skit 
in Parliamentary politics and_poli- 
ticians. At its presentation the very 
full house was certainly amused. If 
the officials of the Ministry of the 
Interior have issued their inter- 
dict it is not apparently because 
they think the film would shock the 
public, but because they think it 
would please the public only too well 
In short they fear it would bring 
Parliament into undesirable ridicule.

A REVOLT 


Old Problem Anew—Current Programs 


By JOHN MARTIN. 
T is an interesting anomaly that 

the progressive modern dancers

In the 
first two acts at least, these orches- 
tral particles are seldom fused into 
larger units of melody or form. An 
outstanding example of this tech- 
nique is the very first dialogue, be 
tween Amandus and Peter Kaleidos, 
the latter’s words being characteris- 
tic, both of his clerical affiliatio 
and his personality. 

But this orchestra, after having

The legendary 
bewhiskered, burro-prodding, 
swinging type undoubtedly would jeer 
if he could gaze upon his inanimate 
successor—a. thing of wires, vacuum 
tubes and coiis. The manoeuvres 
of these modern prospectors, re- 
sembling a combination of autd- 
mobile cranking and surveying, would 
appear to him as foolish antics com- 
pared with the back-breaking toil 
exacted of the men who sought for 
the earth’s mineral treasures a few 
decades ago. But a comparison of 
results in the two methods wouid 
evoke equal amazement. Where the 
old-timer labored for months digging 
one hole, a spadeful at a time, the 
radio prospector covers three to six 
acres in a day and then adjourns 
to his office to work out his find- 
ings by means of geometrical for- 
mulas. 

Radiore Process Described. 

The radiore process, as it is termed, 
is based upon the fact that electrical 
currents can be induced in electro- 
conductive bodies below the surface 
of the earth by operating a broad- 
casting set, or oscillator, on the 
face above these bodies. These high- 
frequency currents induce a second- 
ary electro-magnetic field, whose 
axis can be determined by means of 
a radio receiving set, also operated 
on the-surface. The location of the 
underground conductor can be cal- 
culated approximately by application 
of geometry to the problem. 
Engineers using the radiore process 
do not pretend to locate commercial 
bodies of ore, according to C. E. 
Card, Los Angeles electrical engi- 
neer, who is in charge of the three- 
man crew operating in the Okla- 
homa district. They merely guaran- 
tee to locate a conductor if one of 
sufficient . magnitude exists below 
the scene of operations. Card 
frankly admitted that the apparatus 
could not locate zinc ore, because 
only ore bodies containing metallic 
sulphide in sufficient quantities to 
render them conductive to high-fre- 
quency currents are amenable to the 
process.

The 
third requirement is met by use of 
receivers, including every modern re- 
finement. It is the accomplishment 
in the two former that controls the 
interference to outside systems. 
Each broadcast listener constitutes 
his own ‘‘system,’’ however. When 
he encounters interference from 
other systems, especially a govern- 
ment system of such magnitude as 
that of the navy’s, he naturally looks 
to the navy to take remedial meas- 
ures.

Further, 
as noted above, the advent of broad- 
casting made a shift of frequencies 
necessary, thus demanding change of 
equipment. The navy took the initia- 
tive in discarding the ‘‘spark trans- 
mitter’’ in the United States. More 
than 1,000 of these transmitters have 
been discarded from naval ship and 
shore stations. Likewise, more than} 
500 ‘‘arc’’ transmitters, a type re- 
garded as the most modern only ten 
years ago, have been discarded. The 
development of the vacuum tube 
transmitter has been pushed by the 
navy and all transmitters purchased 
now are of this type.

LISTENERS COMPLAIN 
THAT CODE INTERFERES 


HOUSANDS of letters are re- 

ceived from radio fans 

throughout the country by 
the Radio Division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce complaining 
of code interference. Strangely 
enough these complaints are not || 
only from the seaboard States but 
extend for into the interior of 
the country. 

Officials of the Radio Division 
Bay that the code interference 
comes from one of three sources: 
First, from ships at sea at the up- 
per end of the wave band; second, 
from station harmonics using 
either tube or arc transmission, 
including army, navy or commer- 
cial stations; and, third, from 
amateurs. 

The interference from amateurs 
is caused by the proximity of the 
parties who are suffering the in- 
terference. Another cause of the 
interference, it is said by experts 
of the bureau, is that the receiv- 
ers in some instances are non- 
selective.

sources. There are one or two in- 
stances of dynamos operated simply 
| to keep up pressure on a line, over:

The power pool has not reached its 
full possibilities and is not likely to 
do so until the present trend toward 
consolidation has boiled New York’s 
dozen or so important power con- 
cerns down to a much smaller 
number. When it is in its prime we 
shall never know whether the en--zy 
which lights our lamps or runs our 
curling irons comes from steam or 
water, from the Adirondacks or from 
East Fortieth Street. When that 
time comes, many a waterfall which 
it does not now pay to develop will 


|contribute its bit to the larger 
| system. 
| It will always be true, however, 


that the nearer to its source a given 
supply of power can be used the less 
it will cost the user. So perhaps the 
most promising suggestion about St. 
Lawrence power, as well as one that 
appeals to the imagination, is that 
new industries be started along the 
river to take advantage of it. In- 
|dustry has followed coal. There is 
|no reason why it should not follow 
running water. 


A Way to the Sea. 

The running water of the St. Law 
rence, moreover, leads to the sea. 
Ultimately it will probably be: part 
of a deep-water channel by means 
of which the whole river and the 
Great Lakes will become, commer- 
cially speaking, an extension of the 
Atlantic seaboard. Sources of raw 
materials and markets for finished 
products will both be available. If 
| we turn again to our map of ynde- 
veloped water power we can readily 
see that not only the banks of the 
St. Lawrence but also to a consider- 
able extent the whole northeastern 
corner of the State might be brought 
into a»new industrial focus. The 
smokeless manufacturing city would 
| have its chance here as it has al- 
teady in the West. 

It cannot be assumed, of course, 
that every ounce of possible water 
power will some day be put to use. 
Some water power, like coal in the 
Antarctic Continent, will always re- 
main potential. It should also be 
| pointed out that there are seven- 
and-fifty ways of speaking of water 
power as well as of inditing tribal 
lays. One may mean power avail- 
able all the time, or 50 per cent of 
the time, or less than 50 per cent of 
the time. If we take the Geological 
Survey’s estimates, New York State’s 
potential water power is 4,010,000 
| horsepower available 90 per cent of 
the time and 4,960,000 available 50 
| per cent of the time. 


A Flaw in Generalizatians. 


Again, ‘‘developed horse power’’ may 

mean the amount actually produced 
or it may mean the maximum ca- 
pacity of the dynamos, which is 
sometimes far greater. At Niagara 
Falls, for instance, there is an instal- 
lation of 100,000 horsepower which 
is practically never used, though it 
appears in statistical tables an ‘‘in- 
stalled’’ power. For these reasons 
generalizing in the field of hydro- 
electrics is a dangerous thing. 

So far the State’s only venture into 
power production has been at the 
Crescent and Visscher’s Ferry plants, 
both using water power developed by 
dams built asa part of the State 
canal system. These plants have 
|} been a special hobby of Colonel Fred- 
j;erick Stuart Green, superintendent 
of the Department of Public Works. 
| Colonel Greene’s reports show that 








|during 1928 they returned a profit of 
about 13 per cent on the investment, 
if the cost of the dams is left out, 
|} and about 9 per cent if the cost of 
the dams is included. So far, there- 
fore, the argument for public owner- 
ship holds good. 

What if the present Legislature 
does agree upon a water power pol- 
icy, embodying a compromise be- 
tween the Republican demand for 
private ownership and the Demo- 
cratic insistence upon preserving the 
| public’s claim to the sites? The 
United States Government, the Ca- 
|nadian Government and two Cana- 
| dian provinces must give their con- 
sent before the first pile is driven in 
| the St. Lawrence. Capital, public or 
| Private, must be raised on both sideg 
| of the border. 
| This may not require as much time 
|as the skeptics believe. Mr. Hoover, 
It is well known, has taken a direct 
interest in the development of the 
| St. Lawrence for navigation and for 
| power, and his influence will be 
| powerfully felt behind any rrniect of 
| which he approves. The problem of 
|a Canadian market for Canada’s half 


| of the power to be developed is not 
insoluble, for industry is expanding 
on the Canadian as well as the Amer- 
ican side. 

But in any event there can be no 
development of power without a 
power policy. The determination of

King Alexander Checks the Political Feud in Yugoslavia by 


Dissolving Parliament and Making Himself the Sole 
Centre of Governmental Authority 


By T. J. C. MARTYN. 


UROPE has another dictator. 
Last Sunday King Alexander 
of Yugoslavia, in a swift coup 
a’état, suspended the Constitu- 
on dissolved the Skuptschina (Par- 
yiament) and deciared himself to be 
the sole centre of legislative and ad- 
pinistrative authority. These events, 
swift and dramatic as they were, 
egn hardly be called startling, for 
they came inev bly on the heels of 
4 political dea that has lasted 
for more than six months. 
For ten years now the kingdom of 
the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes, the 
gfficiel title of Yugoslavia, has been 
ynited in name but not in reality. 
and for at least two of years 
King Alexander has privately been 
urged to declare himself a dictator 
in the interests of the union of the 
South Slavs. Against such advice he 
resolutely set himself, until the crisis 
over the end of the year evidently 
forced his hand. Even then it is to 
be supposed that he acted only after 
the gravest counsels had prevailed; 
for in a land which is inherently 
democratic there is no greater demo- 
erat than Alexander, himself a Serb 


and. descended from the Serbian 
peasantry on both sides of his family.

Now, like Mussolini in Italy, Primo 

de Rivera in Spain, Marshal Pilsud- 
ski in Poland, Count Bethlen in Hun- 
gery; Venizelos in Greece and many 
g despot in South America, King 
Alexander has joined the ranks of 
the dictators. But there is a differ- 
ence. His dictatorship is not to be 
of the “l'état, c’est moi” type that 
Mussolini's seems to be in Italy. It 
may resemble the semi-military dic- 
tatorship in Poland, but there is to 
be no opéra bouffe with a Parlia- 
ment. The Yugoslav dictatorship is 
to be temporary; but Primo de 
Rivera said something similar five 
yeats or more ago when he effected 
his coup de main in Spain. And it is 
evidently to be far from that im- 
pregnable personal grip in which 
Count Bethlen holds Hungary. 


The King’s Cabinet. 


King Alexander is to rule through 
a Cabinet, but it is an extraordinary 
Cabinet. Apart from the fact that 
it contains three Croatians, which is 
al.te the good, its two most 
portant members are well known 
gnerals,.-probably the personal 
choice of the King himself, who is a 
keen soldier and devoted to his army. 
General Zivkovitch is reputedly the 
head of the: White Hand Society, 
asecret military organization which 
is supposed to have had much to do 
with the assassination of the Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand at Sarajevo 
in i814.

Lord Byng is the seventh and the 
only surviving son of the second 
Earl of Strafford. He ‘joined the 
Tenth Hussars in 1883, serving first 
in the Sudan and later in the Boer 
War, where he made his reputation 
as a cavalry leader. Two years be- 
fore the Great War he went to Egypt 
as Commander-in-Chief and was re- 
garded there as one of Kitchener’s 
ablest men. When the war broke out 
he was recalled from Cairo at a mo 
ment’s notice to superintend cavalry 
training on Salisbury Plain. A month 
after he came home he was shopping 
in Salisbury High Street when he 
was handed a War Office order ‘to 
proceed to the Continent. An hkoiir 
later he had packed and was “‘pro- 
ceeding’’ without his lunch. He com- 
manded the famous Third Cavalry 
Division during the. retreat .from 
Antwerp to Ypres, and later around 
Ypres, where his division played an 
important and sometimes -decisive 
réle, it soon. became,known as the 
“Fire Brigade.”’

In May, 1915, he succeeded Allenby 
as commander of the calvary corps, 
and the second battle of Ypres made 
him one of the outstanding figures ,.ef 
the war.

ECONSTRUCTION of re- 
ligious belief in the light 
of mew scientific teaching 

is a major concern of many the- 
ologians. At the récent meeting 
ot the Azserican Association for 
the Advancement of Science, 
Harry Elmer Barnes, Professer 
of Sociology at Skmith College, 
brought forward this question 
and was criticized for “intrusion” 
by Dr. Henry Fairfield Osborn, 
president of the association. In 
the following article, Professor 
Barnes tells why, in his opinion, 
the question should be raised, 
and although he desires it stated 
that he speaks for himself alone, 
he believes that many scientists 
share his point of view.

T has often been held that relig- 
ion and science are mystical en- 
tities in themselves and are ac- 
tually nothing more than atti- 
tudes. Religion has been, and fun- 
damentalist religion, Catholic or 
Protestant, still remains, primarily 
an attempt to understand and ex- 
ploit a hypothetical supernatural 
world through the medium of faith. 
Science is the effort to seek truth 
with respect to the physical universe 
through the observation of data. 
The physical universe must be held 
to include man, and all effort to dis- 
céver t=uth by observational meth- 
ods must be regarded as science, 
though the degree to which this ob- 
servation may be reduced to exact 
mathematical measurements and ob- 
jective controls differs very greatly 
as betwien thermodynamics, at the 
one end, and ethics, at the other. 


It has often been held that the true 
gcientist should keep resolutely at 
work in ais laboratory recording his 
observations and that he ceases to 
be a scieritist when he formulates his 
discoveries or attempts to apply 
them to human affairs. It is ob 
vious, however, that any such con-

Humanizing Knowledge. 


The latter necessity or obligation 
lesds to the important problem of 
the humanizing of knowledge, name- 
ly, the revelation of the nature and 
bearing of scientific discoveries upon 
our conceptions of the cosmos. the 
universe, God, man and society. The 
task of humanizing knowledge is a) 
difficult cone because no group of 
scientists is well equipped for the) 
responsibility. The natural scien- 
tists are usually exceedingly well 
trained technically in a narrow spe- 
cialty, but are frequently highly 
mailve and uninformed with respect 
to the psychological and social sci- 
ences and esthetics. On the other 
hand, the social scientist or the stu- 
dent of esthetics may be very imper- 
fectly informed with respect to the 
scientific materials he is attempting 
to grasp and interpret. 

Such difficulties as these are grow- 
ing apace with the increasing special- | 
ization of science and the rapid prog- 
ress of scientific knowledge. Yet it 
ig unquestionably upon the outcome 
of this problem of humanizing scien- 
tific knowledge that the destiny, in-| 
deed, the very existence. of civiliza- | 
tion depends. If the existing discrep- | 
ancy between our highly developed | 
matural science and technology, on) 
the one hand, and our archaic in- 
stitutions and our antiquated views 
on social, religious and cultural prob- 
lems, on the other hand. continues 
and widens, then there is little hope 
that mankind can survive for long. 

The Scientist’s Viewpoint. 

The scientist may, in the first 
place, legitimately take an interest 
in religious problems and issues be- 
cause religion may be opposing his 
scientific efforts. Astronomers of 
old and biologists today have had to 
réckon in a practical fashion with 
this issue. In the very same issue of 
the papers carrying Dr. Osborn’s 
taboo upon discussions of religion be- 
fore the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science and his de- 
munciation of my paper as an ‘‘un- 
warranted intrusion’’ there appeared 
a long announcement of joint resolu- 
tions of this same association and 
the Association of American Univer- 
sity Professors protesting against the 
anti-evolutionary laws and other re- 
strictions upon the freedom of the 
scientist. 

Let Dr. Gregory present his paper 
on the ‘Lineage of Man’’ in the 
fundamentalist area and he would 
soon detect a conflict between 
science and religion.

We now come to the fundamental 
question of why the scientist might 
well feel it necessary to demand a 
revision of the cosmic conceptions 
and social controls inherent in ortho- 
dox religion. Any true scientist must 
naturally desire to have the scientific 
view of the physical universe domi- 
nate the outlook of mankind. Hence, 
he is brought immediately into con- 
flict with the biblical view of the 
cosmos, God and man. The Bible 
holds that the earth is the central 
and pivotal element in the cosmos 
and far the largest entity in the uni- 
verse, the other bodies in which are 
wholly subsidiary to the earth. The 
Bible interprets God (Yahweh, who 
was a tribal deity derived from the 
Kenites by Moses) in a wholly 
geocentric and anthropomorphic 
fashion, representing him as a deity 
resembling man and governed es- 
sentially by human emotions and 
evaluations. Man is portrayed as a 
spiritual entity, made in the image 
of God some 6,000 years ago on a 
pleasant Autumn morning at the 
close of October.

Many striking dustfalls have been| 
observed at sea. Off the west coast 
of Africa, between the Canaries and | 
the Cape Verde Islands, haze due to| 
dust from the Sahara is very com- | 
monly encountered by vessels, espe- | 
cially during the first four months 
of the year. This haze is supposed 
to have given rise to the ancient 
legend of a Sea of Darkness lying | 
somewhere in the ocean to the west- 
ward of Europe. The atmosphere of 
this region was exceptionally dusty 
early in the year 1898, when the 
steamship Roslin Castle proceeded 
more than 900 miles through a dense | 
haze, while another vessel, the Tin-| 
tagel Castle, was detained in the 
haze for thirty hours. 


Memories are still fresh regarding | 
the dust fall that came from the ex- | 
plosion of the Martinique volcano 
Mont Pelée in 1902. The fiery ma-| 
terial and glowing lava that spouted | 
from its crater and burst through a | 
gash in its rim, consumed the pretty | 
city of Sainte Pierre and destroyed | 
30,000 people. Hours after that erup- | 
tion ceased the cooled ashes began | 
to descend from high in air and con- | 
tinued for several days.

S A PAPER RIVAL 


Containers Now Being Tried Out Are Held to Be More 
Sanitary Than Glass, Far Less Costly and Much 
Easier to Handle by the Distributer 


NOTHER monarch is tottering 

The old-fash- 
joned milk bottle, which for 

= torty years has held an almost 
indisputable place in 
xitenen, is threatened. A paper con- 
talner has come to challenge its hold 
upon the home—the “‘sealcone,”’ thn 
most recent product in the field of 
paper containers. Its use as a milk 
container 1S still in an experimental 


store and 


stage, Say officials of the company 
which is trying it out, and its future 
depends upon the popular favor it 
can win. For the time being seal- 
cones are being tried out in the 
Bronx and in Harlem. 

To the unaccustomed eye the new 
containers present a droll appear- 
ance. They are as white as the 
liquid they contain and conical in | 
shape—a TOW of them suggest minia- 
ture group of children wrapped in 
sheets masquerading as_ ghosts. 
Across the top is the shining strip 
of metal seal that safeguards them 
sgainst tampering until they reach 
the hands of the consumer. 


The Sanitary Advantages. 


Many advantages are claimed for 
this newcomer in the dairy world. 
Primarily made of paper, there is no 
need of its serving more than one 
customer. The well-known milk bot- 
tle, large and heavy, travels wearily 
on its daily rounds from distributer 
to family and back again, the aver- 
age journeyings of its brief span of 
sxistence being reckoned at eighteen 
trips. It is in the fact that the seal- 
cone will not be pressed into multiple 
srvice that one of its greatest bene- 
fits to the milk consuming public 
isseen. Each cone-shaped receptacle 
that finds its way into a home is 
fresh and new, which eliminates 
many dangers of unsanitariness. 
Tests have proved, it is said, that 
nik can stay fresh in a sealecone for 
five weeks, due to the fact, the ex- 
perts contend, that it can be placed 
in the container at a lower tempera- 
ure than it can be filled into a 
bottle, The temperature of the milk 
is the most important factor in the 
control of bacteria after pasteuriza- 
tion. It is scientifically recognized 
that the harmful point in bacteria 
growth begins somewhere between 
4} and 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Under ordinary circumstances dis- 
tributers cool milk for packing in 
glass bottles to a point between 40 
and 43 degrees. The sealcone system 
makes it possible to lower the 
temperature of the milk to 33 to 35 
degrees, or well below the danger 
pint. It is the retardation of the 
bacteria growth which preserves the 
freshness and sweetness of the milk. 
Due to the fact that paper is a non- 
conductor of heat, while glass is a 
conductor, milk, therefore, can be 
delivered, it is argued, in a better 
condition in paper. 

Paper made from spruce wood 
fibre furnishes the material for the 
containers. Sealcones are treated 
with sterilized paraffine immediately 
before use. There can be no tamper- 
ag with the cones, no handling!

The machinery more than 
human deftness adjusts the liquid 
proof bottom to the cone and sends 
the formed object on its way to the 
paraffining where it is 
made airtight, leakproof and sterile. 
From there it goes to the filling 
and sealing machine, where auto- 
matically the correct amqunt is doled 
out to each cone. There is no spill- 
ing and no waste. 

Another surprise that awaits the 
consumer at a first encounter with 
the container is*that a new tool to 
open it is necessary.

RAIL FLAWS ARE CHARTED | 





HEN a railroad accident

Within the steel. To detect such 
flaws without destroying the rail | 
several methods have been devised 
With varying success. Now Elmer A.‘ 
Sperry has announced a method of 
f&amining the hidden structure of 
tails by electricity with a car that 
records the unseen flaws while pass- 
ing over the track. 
It was in October, 1911, Mr. Sperry 
Said recently in discussing his car, 
that the first serious accident di- 
Tectly traceable to one of these 
tfansverse fissures occurred.

INSURANCE RATES 


REDUCED 


Protection Against Fire, Theft, Collision and 
Liability Likely to Cost Less This 
Year Than in 1928 


By C. L. MOSHER. 


NSURANCE as 

everybody knows, are made as 

@ result of experience—the ex- 

perience which insurance com- 
panies have had in connection with 
a certain risk in a certain locality 
and under known conditions. Prac- 
tically all.insurance rates are the 
result from and of these factors, and 
as one or more of the factors under- 
go change the rate changes in a cor- 
responding manner. Little is left to 
guesswork, for experience has already 
shown an average, and the law of 
averages changes little and not often. 

While the insuring of automobiles 
is a comparatively new field, it is 
one which has become a mighty fac- 
tor in the business of underwriting 
risks and naturally has had inten- 
sive study and has been in existence 
long enough for averages to have 
been obtained and fairly close esti- 
mates made of the amount of pre- 
mium income which must be re- 
ceived by the companies to leave a 
reasonable profit after losses and the 
expense of doing business have been 
deducted. The answer to the ques- 
tion of rate is summed up in the 
one word “‘experience.”’ 

The experience for 1928 has been 
good. The result of that experience 
will soon be shown to an insuring 
public by a reduction in rate on fire, 
theft, probable collision and on lia- 
bility for injury to persons; prop- 
erty damage—the form of coverage 
to indemnify the holder of the pol- 
icy for expense incurred because of 
damage done to the property of 
others—including such property as 
his horse, car, lawn, trees, buildings; 
in fact, any property which may be 
damaged by the assured and for 
which the assured is legally respon- 
sible, excepting property in charge 
or under control of or leased to the 
assured. This form of coverage, 
which has been and is written at a 
very low rate, has shown a bad ex- 
perience, with the result that rates 
for property damage are being con- 
sidered with a view to increasing 
them slightly. 


Fire and Theft. 


Fire experience in 1928 has been 
good. Losses under this form of cov- 
erage having decreased, the rates will 
be lowered on practically all makes 
of cars—there will be two or three 
exceptions—and lowered in all the in- 
surance territories. Losses due to in- 
herent defects in wiring systems have 
been reduced owing to greater care 
and more efficient methods of insu- 
lating the high potential currents by 
the car manufacturers. Then, too, 
greater precautions against fire are 
being taken in both public and pri- 
vate garages, and car owners will 
reap the benefits of lowered rates be- 
cause of it. The inflammability of 
gasoline vapor is more generally un- 
derstood than it appears to have been 
in the past, and fools are ceasing to 
rush in where angels long have feared 
to tread. 

And theft rates, come in 
for a revision downward. The his- 
tory of theft insurance is interesting, 
constantly changing, ever bringing 
to light a new factor or resurrecting 
an old one. A few years ago cars 
were stolen almost exclusively for the 
purpose of obtaining money by their 
resale. In those days the Dodge and 
Ford cars were the popular makes in 
the eyes of that class of gentry who 
wish to live well without real mental 
or physical effort. 

A Dodge or Ford car unguarded 
and unwatched was always at hand, 
and hard by was an economist de- 
sirous of possessing such a car if it 
could be purchased for a fraction of 
its actual value. The supply always 
seemed to equal the demand, while 
the insurance companies paid 
losses, increased the rates, contin 
to pay the losses and came out way 
behind at the end of the year.
